Associated Chambers of 
Commerce 
at Newport Beach last night. 
The 
committee appointed to have charge 
of getting up a citrus fru it exhibit 
from this county 
is 
composed 
of 
Charles Eygabroad, Anaheim, chair­ 
man, Augustus Stern, Fullerton, G. W . 
M inter, 
Santa 
Ana, Thom as Barry, 
Placentia, and E. M. Nealley, 1 ustin. 
.1. A. Kem p of San Bernardino, who 
is in this 
county 
advertising 
the 
show, presented San Bernardino’s in­ 
vitation. 
He stated that the exhibi­ 
tion grounds comprise five acres, and 
fully 100,000 people are expected 
to 
attend. 
He said that if the county 
so desires me San Bernardino cbm- 
mitt.ee w ill meet the trim - 
- de­ 
pot and see that the exhibit is prop­ 
erly installed, 
but 
the 
Associated 
Chambers oi 
Commerce seemed so 
much interested in the project that 
it was decided to handle the exhibit 
itself. 
Fruit for the exhibit w ill be 
solicited from ail over the county. 
Those present 
at 
the 
meeting 
thought it would be a good idea 
to 
visit San Bernardino on Feb. 22 as 
an excursion from this county. 
It 
was predicted that 200 or 400 people 
would go. 
A representative of the land show 
to be held in Los Angeles was be­ 
fore the meeting, and presented the 
proposition, which was that Grange 
County pay $900 for space on 
the 
exhibition floor, and install and m ain­ 
tain the exhibit during the seventeen 
days of the show. 
Santa Ana repre­ 
sentatives stated that last year the 
Santa Ana Chamber 
of 
Commerce 
had the floor space donated by the 
Pacific Electric, and still the cost of 
keeping up the exhibit was so great 
that the Santa Ana Chamber of Com­ 
merce “ went in the hole” $250. 
Believing that the expense of the 
affair would be too great for the As­ 
s o cia te d 
Chambers to 
handle, 
the 
proposition was frowned 
upon last 
night, but Stern of 
Fullerton 
was 
named as chairman, he to select his 
associates, to see

Pedro-Los Angeles case against the 
S. P. has been decided in favor of 
the shippers and the carrier has ask­ 
ed the federal court 
for injunction 
which was tem porarily granted, and 
excess rates are 
impounded, to be 
paid to shippers if case is decided 
favorably to them. 
“ A case from Im perial county has 
been heard and taken under advise­ 
ment. 
Both of these cases are sim­ 
ilar to our own. 
“ In the Im perial county case the 
railroad commission has initiated a 
further investigation than asked for 
into all freight rates 
between Los 
Angeles and Im perial county. 
It has 
also initiated a hearing against the
